Harrlsburg, Pa., Aug. II, — The Re- 
publican state convention which met 
in the Harrlsburg opera house to nom- 
inate Judge William P. Potter of Pitts- 
burg for supreme court Judge, and 
State Representative Frank G. Harris 
of Clearfield, for state treasurer, was 
a most unusual gathering. United 
States Senators Quay and Penrose 
and other party leaders were absent. 

Judge Potter was formerly Gov- 
ernor Stone's law partner, and was 
appointed to the supreme bench last 
year to succeed the late Judge Green. 
Mr. Harris is serving his third term in 
the house of representatives and has 
always been a follower of Senators 
Quay and Penrose. The platform, on 
which they were nominated, endorses 
the national and state administrations 
and the offic ial acts of Pennsylvania's 
United States senators, commends the 
last legislature, conceded the right of 
labor and capital to organize and dr- 
nounces "yellow journalism." AmoDg 
other things it says: 

"We regret that under prosperity 
differences should arise between capi- 
tal and labor, but we hope and believe 
that these disputes will be fully set- 
tled on an equitable basis that will do 
full justice to the contending parties. 
The right of capital to make proper 
and legal combinations has been 
recognized by legislative enactments 
In many of the states and this carries 
with It the right of labor to organize 
in proper and legal ways for its pro- 
tection and advantage; but neither 
capital nor labor has the right to re- 
sort to violence or illegal methods to 
redress wrongs or obtain rights. W« 
are amused, rather than censured, by 
the declarations of the late Demo- 
cratic state convention, for we readily 
recognize, as all the people must, the 
co-operation of certain newspapers in 
their preparation, which papers fail- 
ing In their attempt to disrupt the Re- 
publican party, have crawled under 
the tents of the Democracy with their 
stale and false charges and succeed- 
ed in having them adopted as a plat- 
form." 

IOWA DEMOCRATS. 

LeadlDg Features of the Big Gathering 
at l>e» Moines. 

Des Moines, la., Aug. 21.— When the 
Democratic state convention opened 
here the man to be nominated to head 
the ticket was just aB much a mystery 
as ever. The absolute withdrawal of 
Cato Sells from the field left at least 
a dozen men of local strength In the 
race, none of whom seemed particu- 
larly agreeable to the leaders. 

The Hon. E. M. Sharon, the tempor- 
ary chairman, safd in part: "The 
Democratic party must not be a nega- 
tive party — a party of mere opposition. 
It can't be a party of calamity which 
draws vitality and success from in- 
dustrial or financial depression. It 
will merit success because it grapples 
the problems of the present and 
brings to their solution wise states- 
manship, the wisdom that comes from 
Democratic principles, because It is 
guided by the compass of the consti- 
tution, ever pointing to the great de- 
claration of human rights. We are 
facing today conditions that are mo- 
mentuous, destructive to our indus- 
tries, our commerce and the welfare 
of our people— conditions that havo 
been created by the Republican party 
In violation of the Democratic doc- 
trine of equal rights to all and special 
privileges to none. Imperialism and 
trustB are the two great dominant 
evllB of our national life. The colon- 
ial policy of the administration had 
its inspiration and its demand from 
place hunters, concession grabbers, 
from those who have or seek special 
privileges in our acquired possessions. 
If the administration had said to those 
that have possessions in Havana and 
Manilla that their policy was equal 
rights and Bpeclal privileges to none, 
we would have bad no war in the Phil- 
ippines and our army of occupation 
would long ago have left Cuba. There 
can be no solution of the trust prob- 
lem, there can be no breaking down 
of monopoly until government favor is 
withdrawn from them. Destroy mo- 
nopoly and special class privileges 
and you kill the trusts. Commence in 
the patent office, the fountainbead of 
legalized monopoly." 

The committee on permanent or- 
ganization selected ex-Mayor John 
Redmond of Cedar Rapids, as perma- 
nent chairman, and made the balance 
of the temporary organization perma 

nent. 

Virginia Republican*. 

Roanoke, Va., Aug. 21.-The Repub- 



lican state convention assembled here 
in the Academy of Music. The in 
mense auditorium was filled. Hon. 
Park Agnew, chairman of the state ex 
ecutive committee, called the conven 
tlon to order. There was a contesting 
delegation from Richmond, but the 
matter was adjusted after some delay. 

John T. Blair of Wythe presented 
C. A. Herman's name as temporary 
chaiiman. He was nominated by ac- 
clamation. Four of the five living Con 
federate generals of Virginia are in at 
tendance. ■ 

LETTEBJ^INOX 

Draws a Reply From the Antl-Trust 
League- What Both I'urtlea Say. 

Washington, Aug. 21. — Attorney 
General Knox sent a letter to the Joint 
committee of the American Anti-trust 
league and Assembly 66, Knlxhts of 
Labor, In reply to one from the com- 
mittee requesting Information from 
Mr. Knox regarding the United States 
Steel corporation. He says he knows 
nothing of the inner workings of the 
trust or the officers, and conclude: 
"If this department is under obliga- 
tions to furnish information to pros- 
pective litigants in undisclosed pro- 
ceedings, its responsibilities and la- 
bors are necessarily greater than th r :y 
have ever been imagined from the 
time of its formation. Indeed, as 
there are generally two parties to ev- 
ery controversy, it would be difficult 
to discharge suc h alleged duty to both 
parties in view of conllieting interests. 
This department was not called into 
being to furnish information to pri- 
vate litigants. Its duty and its object 
is to enforce the federal statutes as 
interpretated by the courts wherever 
there is probable cause for believing 
that they have been violated." 

H. P. Martin, chaiiman of the joint 
committee of the American Anti trust 
league, and District Assembly 
Knights of Labor, has made reply to 
the letter of Attorney General Knox 
sent to the commiittee. He says In 
part: "We are not aware that there 
was any Impropriety in a citizen or 
body of citizens publicly addressing 
the chief prosecuting officer of tho 
United States in reference to grave 
violations of law that were being com- 
mitted to great injury of the people 
of the United States. The language 
of the attorney general looks evasive 
in view of the fact that It is currently 
believed that the members of the 
steel combine selected one of their 
former attorneys for attorney general 
in order that they might have a friend 
at court in the popular clamor for the 
enforcement of the law against trusts. 
We will give him an opportunity now 
to reassure the people, as to his de- 
sire and intention to enforce the law 
against trustB. Will Attorney General 
Knox offer a reward for the producing 
of incriminating evidence against the 
trusts for which we asked and which 
he says he does not possess? Will be 
announce that the department of jus- 
tice of the United States will pay a 
substantial reward to any person or 
persons who will produce evidence 
that will ler.d to the arrest and convic- 
tion of any persons or corporation 
guilty of violating the federal statute 
against trusts?^ 

f0 FI RE A PL AHT. 

Alleged Attempt by t'artlea Unknown 
Status of Steel Strike. 

Pittsburg, Aug. 21.— The strike sit- 
uation has not materially changed. 
The Btrlkers have not called any men 
out and none of the plans of the man- 
ufacturers for additional resumptions 
with nonunion men have matured. 
The feeling of Irritation at Wellsville 
has been increased by the appoint- 
ment of 30 strike breakers as special 
officers to guard the plant of the 
American Sheet Steel company, and 
the police have had to disperse noisy 
crowdB at the recently tled-up tube 
plants, but there has been no serious 
trouble at any point 

It Is claimed an attempt was made 
to fire the Monongahela works of the 
American Tin Plate company. Ac- 
cording to the Btory told by John 
Schuster, general labor boss of the 
plant, a prussure gauge was knocked 
off of an 8-inch gas main and burning 
paper thrown into the place with the 
idea of destroying It with explosion 
and fire. He says he plugged the 
break before the brand was thrown 
and saved the works. The Btrlkers In- 
dignantly deny that they had any- 
thing to do with any plot to wreck the 
plant and are inclined to discredit 
Schuster's story entirely. 

The promised break In the Carnegie 
properties has not yet come. As far 
as outward appearances go the lower 
union mill In this city has not been 
affected, but the strikers insist that 
they have seriously Impaired it. The 
strike leaders are trying hard to gain 
a foothold in the Clark mill, which 
Is running with nonunion men, but 
that property, too, seems to be going 
at practically full capacity. It Is 
quieter at Duquesne, but the fight for 
supremacy there is by no means over.

stage ol all that eDds this strange, eventful his- 
tory." I have no recollection of these visits, and 
am forced to depend for Information on the re- 
miuisreuses of a maternal ancestor. I was 
brought down In the summers of '52, 'M, 'W, '.V>, 
by private carriage, attended by s colored nurse 
ajid my mother, to breathe the balmy air of old 
Mason, an I was sickly and never walked a step 
until live years old. My being alive at the pres- 
ent time is a result of the combined skill of Drs. 
William P. and John Duunington, my grand- 
father and uncle, two ol the foremost physiclaus 
of Bourbon County at that time, residing at Mil- 
lersbuig where I was born. With my mother and 
nurse we passed the summers alternately at the 
Blue Lick Springs Hotel, aud I'ncle Daniel Brad- 
ley's, at Rector. Afterwards, when I could toddle 
•round a little. 1 have a verv distinct and painful 
recollection of golug head first down nine steps 
oil of I'm le Bradley's porch, the result of play- 
fully clinging to the leg of Garrett Bradley, who 
•book It plsyfully, thinking 1 would bold on. 
but I didn't. So I was not at all a stranger in 
Rectorville, although my vislu had been like the 
angels, "few and tar between," nearly hall a 
century clasping between visits The old house 
•nd old friends were gone, snd time with re- 
lentless fingers, bad changed the golden haired 
infant to a gray-bearded mau. 

To show the illumed jealousy and narrow- 
in indedness of some people, the following is re- 
lated : A farmer who had been under the ban for 
wearing store Clothes, built a square pen of green 
oak lathes In bis front yard aloug-slde the pike, 
to 'eed young chickens in, just at the beginning 
of the recent dry spell.

Troops U quested. 

Cincinnati, Aug. 21.— A dispatch 
from Madisouv ille, Ky., reports that 
Judge Nunn, of that circuit, had been 
wired to requesting him to call on 
Governor Beckham to send troops to 
assist the local authorities in preserv- 
ing peace. This request Is in conse- 
quence of a pitched battle at St. 
Charles between deputy sheriffs and 
union men, in which over £00 shots 
were flred and several were wounded. 
The 8t. Charles Coal company em- 
ploys nonunion labor. Union minera 
have been trying to get the men into 
their organization. A crowd of union 
men were at St. Charles station armed 
and behaving in a boisterous manner. 
Warrants for their arrest were placed 
in the hands of deputy sheriffs, who 
found the men In a house barricaded. 
When the officers approached tbey 
were fired on. They returned the fire 
until ' the men retreated from the 
house and several of them were cap- 
tured. Ben Robinson, Roy Blanks, a 
negro named Chappell and several 
otherB received flesh wounds. The 
citizens have organized to prevent 
further violence.

ANOTHER DISASTER AT CLEVELAND. 



Waterwnrk. Crib Xiimher Three, Two 
.Miles Out In the Luke Krom 
Kateful C rib Tw< , the 
iscene — The Victims. 



Cleveland, Aug. 21.— Five m<>n were 
drowned SS the result of an explosion 
of nas in the tunnel leading from wa- 
terworks crib No. 3. two miles from 
crib No. 2, where the fatal accident of 
last Wedn-sday occurred. The work 
of sinking the shaft at crib No. 3, 
which is five miles from shore, was 
completed Tuesday. Five men were 
at once put to work digging a tunnel 
toward crib No. 2. These men had not 
been working but a short time when a 
terrific explosion of gas occurred. 
The casing of the tunnel was crushed 
and a torrent of water from tli" lake 
rushed Into the opening. The five 
men who were in the tunnel had not 
the slightest opportunity to escape, 
and perished before assistance could 
reach them. 

The dead: Bay Trcadshaw, Jam's 
Williams, Daniel Higgins, Jam. s Dal- 
lincourt, John Bert 

Crib No. 3, five miles from shor<\ 
and two miles beyond crib No. 2, 
where nearly a dozen lives were lost 
a week ago. was the scene of the lat- 
est acc ident. The heavy casing of the 
shaft was shattered by the terrific 
force of the explosion and the water 
from the lake rushed in upon the u"- 
fortunate workmen at the bottom. 
Two men who were at work on stag 
ing it at the top of the shaft wev 
blown high into the air, hut alighted 
on the crib, and beyond being stunu 
ed, were not seriously Injured. 

The accident occurred Tuesday 
night, but nothing was known of it on 
shore until Wednesday. For some 

unexplalnabls reason no boavts ate 
kept at the cribs. Thirty nu n who 
were on the crib when th" explosion 
took place, spent the night vainly sig- 
naling for assistance. It was long 
after daylight before a tug reached 
them. It is supposed that the men 
digging struck a vein of gas which 
was Ignited by a spark made by a 
workman's pick. Heavy iron girders 
and machinery weighing more than a 
hundred tons were forced out of the 
shaft by th" explosion. The crib was 
wrecked. Death must have been in- 
stantaneous to the workmen in the tun- 
nel, for their comrades above heard 
no outcry. So great was the dtsas 
ter wrought by the explosion that it 
will probably be weeks before the 
damage can be repaired and the bodies 
of the unfortunate workmen recov- 
ered.

St. Patrick's parochial schools, this 
city, will be taught by the Sisters of 
Loretto.
